I. STATUS OF INCARCERATION 


On June 4, 1964 Office of 
Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (OI,POPR) advised that the 
subject continues to be confined to the Presbyterian Hospital, 
Santurce, Puerto Rico under 24-hour guard by personnel of the 
OI,POPR. Two agents of the OI,POPR are stationed outside the 
hospital room of ALBIZU to prevent his escape and to prevent 
visits by unauthorized persons. He said any person desiring to 
visit ALBIZU must obtain permission from the Department of 
Justice of the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico. 

H. STATUS OF HEALTH b*7C

III. NATIONALIST PARTY OF PUERTO RICO 
(NPPR) LEADERSHIP STATUS 

The NPPR has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 

(6n June 1, 1964 SJ T-l advised] that subject, PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS', in spite of his incarceration and paralysis is still 
considered the supreme leader of the NPPR. He said ALBIZU is 
revered by members of all pro- independence groups in Puerto 
Rico and is considered a virtual patron saint of the independence 
movement . 

IV. COURT ACTION IN EFFORT 

TO FREE ALBIZU 


On February 11, 1964, the Airport Detail of the 0I,P0PR, 
advised that New York Attorney CONRAD J. LYNN and his wife 
YOLANDA arrived at the San Juan International Airport from 
New York, the morning of February 11, 1964, and that RUTH 
REYNOLDS, also of New York, arrived at San Juan International 
Airport at 10:30 P. M. , the same date. 

As announced in San Juan press, February 12, 1964, the 
purpose of the visit of LYNN and REYNOLDS to San Juan 
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confMntial 


was to attend a Puerto Rico Supreme Court hearing, February 12, 
1964, of an appeal concerning Writ of Habeas Corpus filed 
in the subject’s behalf. This writ was originally filed in 
San Juan Superior Court on September 18, 1962, by Attorney 
Lynn, above, and was prepared in the name of Ruth Reynolds, 
as a friend of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. The San Juan Superior- 
Court denied the writ in September, 1962, and an appeal was 
later filed by Attorney LYNN. 


RUTH rlEYNOLDS was convicted in Puert o Rico on /[/ 
September 7, 1951 * of having violated the' 
Commonwealth Subversive Activities law in that 
she took an oath to support the NPPR, which oath 
was administered by PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS to persons 
attending a General Assembly of the NPPR held 
December l8, 1949, at Arecibo, Puerto Rico. In 
the latter part of 1954 the Commonwealth of Puerto 
Rico Supreme Court reversed the conviction. 


On Numerous occasions during i960 and 1961 
v (SJ T-2 advised) that RUTH REYNOLDS lent her 
support to after helped organize public 
commemorations sponsored by the NPPR in New 
York City during those years. 

The February 13, 1964 edition of "El Mundo," a San Juan 
Spanish language daily newspaper, reported that the Puerto 
Rico Supreme Court on February 12, 1964, conducted the above- 
mentioned hearing and will render its decision at an unspecified 
future date. Attorney CONRAD J. LYNN presented arguments 
before the court during the above hearing in favor of 
subject, PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 


The Commonwealth of Puerto Rico was represented at the 
hearing by Attorney IRENE CUREELO of the Office of the 
Commonwealth Attorney General. 


(6n February 12, 1964 SJ T-3 reporte3jtnat the above Puerto 
Rico supreme Court hearing held on that Hate was attended by 
most leaders of various pro -independence groups in Puerto 
Rico. There were no demonstrations by these individuals 
either inside the courtroom or outside the building. 

Those in attendance were very favorably impressed with the 
strong presentation of the case for ALBIZU and were optimistic 
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CONFIDENTIAL 

over the possibility that the court will eventually free 
ALBIZU. Some expressed concern, however, over the fact that 
the court had not set a date for its decision, their feeling 
being that such a decision could be delayed indefinitely. 

The IYky 12, 1964 edition of the "San Juan Star," an 
English language newspaper published at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico, contained an article datelined May 11, 1964 at 
Washington, D. C., which reads in part as follows: 

"The clerk of the Supreme Court has returned as improperly 
submitted what is reported to be an appeal to order the 
Commonwealth Supreme Court to decide a case seeking freedom 
for nationalist leader PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS. 

"The two-page request, drawn up on ALBIZU' s behalf by 
RUTH REYNOLDS, identified as f next friend* to the ailing 
insular political figure, alleged in effect he was being 
denied speedy disposition of his case. 

"The Commonwealth Supreme Court heard arguments on 
February 12 of this 3 r ear. 

"The papers were returned to CONRAD J. LYNN of 401 
Broadway, New York, whose name appeared on the letterhead, 
but who was not otherwise identified . 

"The clerk cited the rules of the U. S. high court requiring 
a filing fee of $100 or submission of a pauper's affidavit 
before this and other formal requirements can be waived. Such 
a datement was not included on CAMPO’s behalf. The appeal, 
thus, has no standing before the court, was not accepted for 
filing. 


"The clerk also pointed out Rule 31, which requires 
that an application for a writ of mandamus must demonstrate 
why relief is not available in another court." 

The May 14, 1964 edition of "El Mundo" contained an 
article stating in part as follows: 

"The Supreme Court of Puerto Rico has annulled the decision 
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handed down by the San Juan Superior Court on October 26, 1962 
In the habeas corpus case presented by RUTH REYNOLDS in the name 
of Dr. PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS, and has set fey 25, 1964 as the 
date the Supreme Court of Puerto Rico will hear the case 
'on its merits.' At this hearing the revocation of the pardon 
granted by Governor MUNOZ to ALBIZU, will be discussed." 

The my 26, 1964 edition of the "San Juan Star" contained 
an article which summarizes the hearing held by the Supreme 
Court of Puerto Rico on fey 25, 1964. The article reads as 
follows : 

"CONRAD J. LYNN, a New York City defense attorney, 
charged yesterday that Gov. MUNOZ did not produce enough 
evidence to revoke the pardon of Nationalist leader PEDRO ALBIZU 
CAMPOS in 1954. 

"Addressing the Commonwealth's Supreme Court, the 
55-year old lawyer, apparently attempting to force the 
Governor into the court squabble, said: 

"'No statements or no findings of facts were attached to 
the Governor's order to revoke ALBIZU 's pardon. We can't 
read the Governor’s mind on the subject.' 

"DUE PROCESS 

"MUNOZ acted without giving ALBIZU the opportunity 
of a hearing to determine if due process of lawvas or was not 
being served, LYNN said. 'It's the procedure we object to.' 

"'Conditions of pardon are not to be used to evade due 
process,' he said, 'nor should due process be used at the whim 
of an executive power.' 

"A packed audience heard the arguments presented by LYNN 
and Commonwealth Justice Department attorneys IRENE CURBELO and 
J. F. RODRIGUEZ RIVERA. 

"Two district attorneys, ALCIDES OQUENDO MALDONADO and 
MANUEL J. VERA MERCADO, assisted in the examination of one 
witness, FRANCISCO CORTES RUIZ, a former nationalist. 
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"10 Days 

"Supreme Court Chief Justice LUIS NEGRON FERNANDEZ 
gave the Justice Department 10 days to answer LYNN* s allegations 
concerning MUNOZ* procedure and granted LYNN ten days to 
prepare a rebuttal brief. 

"The Supreme Court agreed to hear the writ of habeas 
corpus case when on May 12 the High Court set aside an 
opinion by the San Juan Superior Court upholding the 
Governor’s parole revocation order. 

"During a summation by the prosecution yesterday, 

Curbelo said 'these are the facts that justify the act of the 
government : 

"’After the granting of a September 30, 1953 pardon, 
PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS moved in the headquarters of the Nationalist 
Party of Pueruo Rico in old San Juan. 

"Became Leader 

This meant he again became a leader of a 
separatist movement pledged to separate Puerto Rico from the 
United States by force and violence.’" 

V. MISCELLANEOUS 

On November 25, 1963 SJ T-l advised that the subject's 
wife, LAURA MENESES de ALBIZU, who is now a Cuban citizen 
and is a member of the Cuban United Nations delegation in 
New York, has expressed her desire that a small farm owned by 
ALBIZU in Puerto Rico be sold. She stated that the money 
received for the farm should be set aside for the funeral, 
of ALBIZU. She further indicated that she desired that ALBIZU 
be buried immediately after death and that his body not be 
turned over to any leader of any pro -independence group for

(Puerto Rican Independence Movement) (MPIPR) 

On June 20, i960, JUAN MARI BRAS, Secretary General of the 
MPIPR, advised Special Agents of the FBI this organization 
was formed January 11, 1959* at Mayaguez, Puerto Rico, and 
officially came into being at the MPIPR Constituent Convention 
on November 23, 1959* at Ponce, Puerto Rico. It was formed 
by a group of former leaders of the PARTIDO INDEPENDENTISTA 
PUERTORRIQUENO (Independence Party of Puerto Rico) (PIP), a 
formerly legally constituted political party, who were dis- 
satisfied with PIP policies and decided to form a more active 
organization to indoctrinate the Puerto Rican people with the 
. ideal of Puerto Rican independence. 

Although the MPIPR does not advocate violence, it will accept 
anyone who believes in Puerto Rican independence, regardless of 
his beliefs on the use of violence, provided he agrees with 
the MPIPR Declaration of Principles. The organization contains 
both Nationalists and Communists within its membership, but does 
not assume responsibility for actions they may take not sanctioned 
by the group. 

, Speaking on behalf of himself and his organization, MARI BRAS 
said the MPIPR does not currently advocate violence as a means 
of obtaining Puerto Rican independence only because he felt 
that violence would be ineffective against the power of the U.S. 
Government. MARI BRAS stated that he believed in the right of 
a people, specifically the Puerto Rican people, to use violence 
to obtain their freedom If and when the circumstances are such 
that they could possibly be successful in their efforts. 

Headquarters of the MPIPR is located at Rio Piedras, a suburb 
of San Juan. 

Issues of the MPIPR "Carta Seraanal" (Weekly Letter), self- 
described as a weekly bulletin from MPIPR headquarters to the 
various branches, during 1963 have reported that MPIPR branches 
have been established, at least in name, in almost every town 
and hamlet in Puerto Rico and in Chicago, Illinois and New 
York City.

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The Fifth Annual General Assembly of the MPIPR was held 
December 1, 1963, at Ponce, Puerto Rico, and, according to 
reports by the press and from two confidential sources, one 
of the resolutions passed by this body was one of support and 
thanks sent to the Cuban UN Delegation for refusing to sign 
a denuclearization of Latin America proposal until Puerto Rico 
was included. Press reports also stated that JUAN MARI BRAS 
made a speech which denounced U. S. economic penetration of 
Puerto Rico and announced a program of electoral abstinence 
in the November, 1964 elections. The MPIPR intends to boycott 
the election and to attempt to influence others to do the same 
through a program of meetings, propaganda and picketing of 
polling places. This is viewed by the MPIPR as the most 
effective method of repudiating the "colonial" status of 
Puerto Rico . 

Attendance at this assembly was estimated by the above- 
mentioned confidential sources to be between 600 and 750 
persons. POPR sources also reported later that MARI was so 
discouraged by the attendance that he threatened to resign 
as Secretary General. 

Total membership of the MPIPR is believed by the 01, POPR to 
be between 1,000 and 1,300 persons.

For the information of the Bureau and Interested 
offices, since the release of PEDRO ALBIZU CAMPOS by the 
Commonwealth of PR on 11/15/64, numerous newspaper items 
have appeared in the local press concerning subject. The 
contents of these newspaper articles are not being included 
in instant report inasmuch as they, for the most part, give 
a resume of the subject's connection with the NPPR, etc. 

It is also desired to point out that the subject, due to his 
senile condition, which has been further intensified by 
partial paralysis, has lost his capacity to speak and his 
vocabulary is less than ten words and apparently is incapable

DETAILS : 


I. STATUS OF INCARCERATION 

On November 1964 , b*?C 

Office of Intelligence, Police of Puerto Rico (oi,Po""j, 
advised that on November 10, 1964, the Supreme Court of 
Puerto Rico denied a petition of a writ of habeas corpus 
for the releas^fPEDRQ ALBIZU CAMPOS, Puerto Rican nationalist 
V/7C leader. advised on November 15, 1964, that on 

November 14, 1964, LUIS MUNOZ MARIN, Governor of the Commonwealth 
of Puerto Rico, signed a pardon for the release of ALBIZU on 
the grounds that he no longer constitutes a danger to the 



UAL 
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security of the government. This pardon was delivered to 
the subject's attorney, CARLOS CARRERA BENITEZ at 1:10 p.m., 
November 15, 1964, at which time thepardonfor the release . 
of the subject became effective. further advised b 1C, 

that due to the inability of the Natlona!rait Party of Puerto 
Rico (NPPR) to assume responsibilities for maintenance and 
care of the subject, the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, through 
the Attorney General, suggested that the Commonwealth would 
continue to assume the financial responsibility of maintaining 
ALBIZU at the Presbyterian Hospital for a reasonable period of 
time or approximately five days. 


The NPPR has been designated by the 
Attorney General of the United States 
pursuant to Executive Order 10450. , 

(On November 20, 1964, SJ T-l advisedj ft _ 
date the NPPR assumed full responsibility for the maintenance 
and medical attention of ALBIZU and agreed to pay the hospital 
at the rate of $17.00 per day for the room and $48.00 per day 
for the nurses and any other incidental medical expense 
incurred.

II. STATUS OF HEALTH 


On December 11, 1964, VHMRHP advised that the 
subject continues to suffer from partial paralysi s which has 
left him without the faculty of fluent speaking. 40HHHHI 
further advised that he continues to suffer fro^ajcidnev 
ailment and has seizures from time to time. 
advised that to date ALBIZU has been incapable of partlcf- 
pating in an interview, public appearances, has not made any 
statements, and he is paralyzed to such an extent that he 
cannot walk and for locomotion uses a wheel chair.

On December 11, 1964, SJ T-2 advised that the NPPR 
has paid the Presbyterian Hospital up to December 15, 1964, 
for the continued confinement of ALBIZU there. This informan 
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advised that efforts are being made to obtain lodging with 
some hospital facilities for the subject in San Juan or the 
suburbs in order to avoid the high costs of hospitalization 
of the subject at Presbyterian Hospital ^ 


III. NPPR LEADERSHIP STATUS 




(On November 11 , 1964, SJ T-l advise^T 'ffhat as of 
that date JOSE ANTONIO OTERO OTERO, Provisional: President 
of the NPPR, advised that by proclamation of the National 
Junta and members in general of the NPPR the subject 
continues to be head of the NPPR despite his adverse 
physical and mental condition. 


SJ T-l further advised that the NPPR had intended 
to utilize the subject after his release from prison for 
propaganda purposes through television and radio appearances. 
This source advise^ that the physical and mental condition 
of the subject at this time is of such a nature that he 
cannot be utilized for this purpose. The source advised 
that the vocabulary of the subject is limited to approximately 
ten words, his voice is almost inaudible and apparently 
cannot concentrate sufficiently .to comprehend the meaning of 
written, oral, or printed words^^ ^ 

IV. DEMONSTRATIONS BY INDE PENDENT ISTS IN FAVOR OF ALBIZU 

(On December 11, 1964, SJ T-l advise3^hat the 
NPPR has contacted its Municipal Juntas in Ndw York and 
Chicago and various officials of Puerto Rican independence 
groups in the continental United States and Puerto Rico 
and instructed them to refrain from demonstrations and 
pickets with reference to ALBIZU but to concentrate on the 
collection of funds for his lodging and medical attention. 

This source further advised that Otero has pointed out 
in his communications to these individuals and organizations 
that the task at hand is the collection of funds and once 
adequate funds are assured, then the objectives of the NPPR 
(independence for Puerto Rico by any means) will be pursued.

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V. MISCELLANEOUS 


On December 11, 1964, SJ T-l and SJ T-2 advised 
that the release of ALBIZU on November 13, 1964, has placed 
a heavy financial burden on the NPPR and other Puerto Rican 
independence organizations and that the burden is so great 
that the NPPR National Junta itself is not able to fulfill 
its financial obligations. These sources further pointed out 
that the initial funds drive sponsored by the NPPR resulted in 
approximately $2,800.00 in cash and that by December 12, 1964, 
only $700.00 remained. These sources also stated that during 
the last ten days the amounts collected during the funds drive 
have been very small and it appears that the minimum amount 
necessary for the maintenance and medical attention of ALBIZU 
per month, which is about $700.00, cannot be raised by the 
National Junta of the NPPR on a continuous basis without 
the assistance of Municipal Juntas in New York, Chicago and 
other Puerto Rican independence groups AN.

SECURITY MATTER - PUERTO RICAN NATIONALIST 


On February 9 , 1965* SJ T-l, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Albizu, 
since Sunday, February 7, 1965, as a result of a relapse 
in his condition of health, has not awakened and was being 
fed intravenously. This informant further advised that 
Dr. Ricardp^'tfordero, a friend and attending physician of 
Albizu, stated that subject was suffering from a bronchial 
virus infection which was not responding to the usual 
treatment. Informant further advised that the relapse 
of Albizu was not accompanied by the usual convulsions, 
but there are indications that Albizu may recover. This 
informant further advised that although the NATIONALIST 
PARTY OF PUERTO RICO (NPPR), of which Albizu is titular 
head, had not officially planned demonstrations in the 
event of his death, it is anticipated that certain NPPR 
members and sympathizers may stage demonstrations which 
may, in turn, cause Puerto Rican independence groups to 
stage further demonstrations 

This informant advised on February 11, 1965, that 
Albizu, since the morning of February 10, 1965, had lost 
control of his left arm. Informant stated that the 
right arm of Albizu has been paralized since his first 
attack in 1956. Informant pointed out that Intravenous 
feedings were discontinued on February 10, 1965 inasmuch as 
the body of Albizu failed to accept such feedings. 

Dr. Cordero, on February 11, 1965, advised that there are 
indications that Albizu is suffering from uremic poisoning 
and congestion of the lungs, and also malnutrition, but 
that his heart beat and respiration were within the normal 
limits for a patient in the condition of Albizu. Informant 
also stated that Albizu was suffering from a fever ranging 
from 103 to 104 Fahrenheit^ ^

On February 15, 1965, SJ T-l advised that J)abizu 
was again examined by Dr. Cordero on the morning of that 
date, and the examination disclosed that Albizu' s temperature 
was back to normal, uremic poisoning was at a minimum, 
and that his health conditions had returned to what for 
him is normal. Informant further stated that Dr. Cordero 
has concluded that Albizu apparently is out of danger^' ^ 

On February 16, 1965, SJ T-2, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that Albizu is 
slowly regaining further control of his left arm, but he 
is spending several hours a day in an awakened condition, 
recognizes things, but that as a result of the attack, 
his complexion is padd and gives the appearance of being 
a very sickly man. This informant advised that this is 
quite noticeable inasmuch as heretofore, although Albizu 
is partially paralized, his facial appearance was not that 
of a sickly individual

SAC Wallace Estill, San Jjrfan Oftfice, telephonically advised 
me at 8;55 p.m. , 4/21/65, that Pedro Albizu Campos, President of the 
Nationalist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) , the organization which has 
engaged in violence in the past and which advocates violence, died of 
natural causes in Puerto Rico at 8:35 p.m., Eastern Standard Time. 

The San Juan Office is advising the military intelligence agencies, 

U. S. Customs, U. S. Attorney and the U. S. District Judge in San Juan. 
It is noted that we have had previous information that upon Albizu* s 
death his followers may attempt to commit acts of violence. 




I immediately advised SA Robert Lyons, Washington Field Office 
(WFO) ; SA Charles Durham, Philadelphia Office; SA Arthur Nehrbass, 

New York Office; Link Stokes, Newark Office; and Raymond Hogan of the 
Chicago Office. They were instructed to immediately alert appropriate 
informants and local police authorities concerning Albfahi*s death and 
to keep the Bureau immediately advised of any indications of violence 
on the part of Albizu* s followers in those areas. In addition, New York 
was instructed to notify Secret Service in New York in view of the fact 
that the Vice President is presently in New York staying at the 
Carlyle Hotel. WFO was also instructed to notify the Capitol Police, 

U. S. Park Police and the Metropolitan Police Department.

Memorandum A.J. Decker to W. C. Sullivan 4-21-65 advised of 
call from SAC Wallace Estill, San Juan Office, reporting the death by 
natural causes 4-21-65 of Pedro Albizu Campos, President of the Nationali- 
ist Party of Puerto Rico (NPPR) , the nationalist organization which 
advocates violence. Extensive dissemination of the news of Albizu* s 
death has been made by us, it being noted previous information indicated 
that followers of Albizu may attempt acts of violence upon his death. 

SAC Estill called again at 6:15 a.m., today and urgently requested 
that two San Juan Agents, Robert L. Kuhns and Andrew C. Gibson, both 
attending In-Service, be released at this time for return to San Juan. 
Kuhns and Gibson are scheduled to complete In-Service friday 4-23-65. 

SAC Estill pointed out that Agent personnel of San Juan Office had 
already been extended due to the workload involving numerous surveillances 
and that the death of Albizu, which is expected to result in nua4er£>us 
demonstrations and possible acts of violence, would put an additional^ 4 
load on his manpower. SAC Estill urged that the two San Juan Agent s> 
attending In-Service be released at this time to alleviate some of ^hiS 
office manpower needs. 

SAC Estill pointed out that NPPR and other nationalist leaders 
have been somewhat slow to react to Albizu *s death and seem to ? *3be just 
milling around; however, there was some information indicating that the 
Federation of University Students, nationalist group at the University 
of Puerto Rico, might touch off a demonstration at the University of 
Puerto Rico today.
